THE  Art  History  of  Liverpool,  although  its  traditions  date  back  almost  to  the  early  beginnings  of  the  City's 
importance,  is  practically  unknown,  and  no  adequate  attempt  has  been  made  to  illustrate  its  importance, 
since  the  Exhibition  in  1876,  at  the  Art  Club,  in  Myrtle  Street,  of  192  pictures  and  works  of  sculpture  by  members 
of  The  Liverpool  Academy.  One  Liverpool  Artist,  Alfred  W.  Hunt,  was  the  subject  of  a  special  exhibition  at  the 
Walker  Art  Gallery  in  1897,  when  205  of  his  works  were  shown.  During  the  past  two  years,  the  Liverpool 
pictures,  etc.,  possessed  by  the  City  have  been  brought  together  in  the  Walker  Art  Gallery.  The  collection, 
consisting  of  over  100  works,  has  been  much  admired,  and  has  served  to  demonstrate  the  desirability  of  a 
thoroughly  representative  Exhibition.  The  growth  of  interest  in  the  subject  has  been  shown  by  recent 
Exhibitions  in  London,  at  the  YVhitechapel  Gallery  and  the  Baillie  Gallery.  These,  however,  only  comprised 
pictures  by  a  few  noted  Liverpool  men. 

The  Council  of  The  Liverpool  Academy  of  Arts  and  the  Arts  Sub-Committee  of  the  City  Council  have  both, 
for  some  time  past,  felt  that  the  time  was  ripe  for  an  Exhibition  which  would  fully  illustrate  the  genius  of 
Liverpool  Artists,  who,  with  few  exceptions,  have  been  members  of  The  Academy.  With  the  cordial  approval  of 
the  City  Council,  a  Committee,  representative  of  the  two  bodies,  has  been  formed  ;  and  it  is  earnestly  hoped  that 
their  efforts  to  promote  a  knowledge  of  the  distinguished  place  to  which  Liverpool  is  entitled  in  the  history  of  our 
provincial  art  will  be  warmly  supported  and  assisted  by  all  Collectors,  Artists,  and  Connoisseurs. 

The  main  features  of  the  Exhibition  will  be  as  follows  : — 

1.  Pictures,  Statues  and  other  Works  of  Art  by  members  of  The  Liverpool  Academy  of  Arts,  and 
of  the  earlier  Societies  of  the  Eighteenth  Century  from  which  it  sprung.  It  is  hoped  that  ever}-  member, 
past  or  present,  will  be.  represented  by  at  least  one  example  ;  and  as  regards  the  more  important  men 
a  much  larger  representation  will  be  attempted. 

2.  Pictures,  etc.,  by  Liverpool  Artists  not  members  of  The  Academy  or  the  earlier  Societies. 

3.  A  Collection,  so  far  as  practicable,  of  the  famous  pictures  to  which  The  Academy's  annual 
prizes  were  awarded. 

4.  A  collection  of  portraits  of  Liverpool  artists. 

5.  The  present  collection  of  Liverpool  art  in  the  Walker  Art  Gallery  will  not  be  drawn  upon,  but 
will  be  on  view,  in  connection  with  the  Exhibition. 

The  Committee  invite  all  who  are  interested  in  the  subject  to  communicate  with  them  at  once,  under  any 
or  all  of  the  following  heads  : — 

1.  Offers  of  suitable  works  by  Liverpool  artists. 

2.  Information  as  to  other  owners  of  works  by  Liverpool  artists. 

3.  Biographical  information. 

4.  Copies  of  old  Liverpool  Academy  and  other  Liverpool  catalogues,  to  be  lent  or  given  to  the 
Library  of  the  Gallery. 

5.  Portraits  of  artists. 

6.  Suggestions  and  other  information  bearing  on  the  subject  will  also  be  valued.
